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ATI ANTA (A P) - ' Roll Up Your 
Sleeve, Am erica” is the theme of a 
national campaign to get Americans to 
line up for swine flu shots. But if 
everyone rolls up when the shots first

enough vaccine to inoculate them. 
The 
public 
awareness 
campaign 
sponsored by the federal Center for 
Disease 
Control 
and the 
National 
Medical Audio Visual will be presented 
in 
radio 
and 
television 
spots, 
newspaper and magazine ads and 
other m aterials. There is no plan to 
buy national advertising for the 
campaign. 
“The thrust of the campaign is that 
flu is a serious disease, that it is 
preventable, that we have a good 
vaccin e 
and you should p rotect 
yourself,” CDC spokesman Stafford 
Smith said Wednesday night. 
President Fofd had been pushing to 
have all Americans inoculated against 
the viral infection by the fall. But there 
will not be enough vaccine available if 
every American wants to be inoculated 
when the shots first become available 
in October. Delays in producing the 
vaccine have been caused by doubts 
about its reliability and insurance 
problems. 
Federal officials expect to deliver 
more than 20 million doses of the 
vaccine by Oct. I to state health 
departments, an additional 97 million 
doses by December, and 130 million 
doses by January. 
Because there are questions about 
the effectiveness of the vaccine in 
children under age 18, vaccinations 
are planned only for adults. 
A CDC nationwide poll found that 93 
per cent of those questioned know 
about swine flu; 53 per cent have 
decided to take the swine flu shot; 13 
per cent have decided to refuse the vol­ 
untary shots, and 34 per cent were 
undecided. 
Ohio’s health director says the state 
is ready to immunize residents against 
swine flu, but he questions if the 
vaccine will arrive in time and if there 
will be enough. 


Dr. John H. Ackerman, director of 
the Department of Health, told the 
annual meeting of Ohio health com­ 
missioners on Wednesday that he fully 
supports the federal program to im­ 
munize residents against the swine flu. 
“ Personnel of the Ohio Department 
of Health and members of the Ohio 
Influenza 
Immunization 
Committee 
have spent many hours in planning a 
program that will reach every in­ 
terested Ohio citizen,” Dr. Ackerman 
said. 
But at the end of the speech, he 
added: 
“ Our

m unization 
program 
m ay 
be 
a 
milestone in public health. Can the 
majority of our population be im­ 
munized in a crash program ? Will the 
vaccine arrive in time? Will there be 
enough vaccine‘for everyone?” 
He had no answers. 
He did remind commissioners not to 
neglect trad ition al 
im m unization 
activities. 
“ We must maintain an active ap­ 
proach to measles containment, and 
we must see to it that there is adequate 
immunization of elementary school 
children,” he said. 
Dr. Ackerman reported that in 1975

experienced 
158,000 
births 
compared to 200,000 in 1970. I^ast year 
there were 95, OOO deaths compared to 
101,000 at the open of the decade. 
He said Ohio had the second largest 
St. Louis encephalitis outbreak in the 
nation in 1975, with 397 laboratory 
supported cases. 
“The suddenness with St. 
Louis 
encephalitis cases appeared, and the 
large numbers occuring in September 
made control efforts through mosquito 
spraying nearly impossible. The cost 
of the epidemic to the people of Ohio 
was enormous and it is readily ap­ 
parent that this state cannot afford the 
risks of this nature every sum m er,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Ford, launching his election bid amid 
spirited heckling, is placing heavy 
emphasis on the question of trust, 
hoping to make it a campaign issue.

‘trust m e,” ’ Ford told a noisy, student- 
dominated crowd of more than 12,000 
in a University of Michigan arena at 
Ann Arbor on W ednesday night. 
“ Trust must be earned.” 
Ford, whose speech sometimes drew 
boos, inspired a standing ovation as he 
expanded on the question of trust in 
term s that unmistakably were in­ 
tended to bring

Carter to mind. He never mentioned 
C arter’s name. 
“Trust is not having to guess what a 
candidate m eans,” Ford said. “Trust 
is leveling with the people before the 
election about what you are going to do 
after the election.

DETROIT (AP) — The United Auto 
Workers are digging in for at least a 
two week strike against Ford Motor 
Co. as bargainers show no sign of 
formally restarting stalled contract 
talks until next Monday. 


UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
said Wednesday he was not optimistic 
that the coast-to-coast walkout by 170,- 
000 workers at 11:59 p.m. Tuesday 
would end soon. Sources close to the 
union leader said they expected the 
strike would stretch at least 
into 
October because the two sides were so 
far apart on every major economic 
issue. 
Woodcock, who charged Ford was 
“ unresponsive” 
to 
union 
demands 
throughout 56 days of talks, sent his 
bargaining committee home Tuesday 
and told them not to return until early 
next week. 
The comm ittee must approve any 


settlement on a new threeyear pact 
before it is submitted to the rank-and- 
file. Ratification could take at least 
another week.

recessed, Woodcock said at a Michigan 
AFL-CIO dinner Wednesday that UAW 
vice president Ken Bannon had con­ 
ferred informally during the day with 
F o rd ’s top b arg ain er, Sidney F .

Woodcock added that top bargainers 
on both sides would remain available 
for meeting on short notice, and said 
he was hopeful of resuming talks 
“soon.”

Scott Probe

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
ethics committee has voted to drop its 
investigation of alleged illegal Gulf 
Corp. campaign contributions to Sen­ 
ate Minority Leader Hugh Scott and 
other senators, Senate sources said 
today. 
The panel voted 5 to I in a closed 
session Wednesday against taking any 
further action against Scott or several 
others alleged to have received the 
Gulf money, the sources said. 
Committee leaders declined to 
comment on the meeting, calling it a 
“confidential” session. But sources 
said the vote came on a motion by Sen. 
Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., which had been 
pending for several weeks. 
Sen. Edward Brooke, RMass., was 
the only member of the panel to vote 
against the motion, sources said. 
They said a second motion, made by 
Brooke to continue the panel’s probe, 
was then rejected by the committee, 
also on a 5 to I vote. 
The committee began looking into 
the Gulf matter after it was alleged in 
depositions filed in federal court last 
year that Claude C. Wild Jr., Gulf’s 
former chief lobbyist, had given Scott 
as much as $100,000 between 1960 and 
1973, most of it to distribute to other 
candidates.

Kissinger 
Trip Brings 
Little Hope 


LUSAKA, Zambia (AP) — Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger flew to 
lusaka today to meet with President 
Kenneth Kaunda. Kissinger still ex­ 
pressed hope of success in his efforts to 
help achieve “peace, justice and 
progress” in southern Africa. But his 
first African host, President Julius 
Nyerere of Tanzania, was pessimistic. 
Newsmen traveling with Kissinger 
were told that he left Tanzania with the 
impression that neither Nyerere nor 
Kaunda are likely to ease their 
demand for speedy transfer of power 
to the black majorities in Rhodesia and 
South-west Africa. 
After conferring with Kissinger 
Wednesday in Dar es Salaam, Nyerere 
said he was “less hopeful than I was 
before" about the chances for averting 
a racial bloodbath in the region. 
He also told reporters that “Africans 
would not be very happy” if Kissinger 
treated Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith “as a statesman" by meeting 
with him. 
Kissinger is trying to untangle 
procedural problems as a preliminary 
to shuttle negotiations to advance 
Rhodesia toward rule by the black 
majority and South-West Africa, or 
Namibia, to independence from South 
Africa. 
Nyerere said Kissinger told him 
nothing to suggest that Smith and the 
270,000 Rhodesian whites would agree 
to submit to the rule of the country’s 6 
million blacks in two years, as 
Kissinger and others have proposed. 
The Tanzanian leader said it would be 
a miracle if the white Rhodesians 
made an about-face in their militant 
rejection of black rule now or later.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Television 
newsman Daniel Schorr apparently 
will not be charged with contempt of 
Congress for his refusal to name the 
person who supplied him with the 
House intelligence report. 
Nine times during Schorr’s sworn 
testimony Wednesday, Ethics Com­ 
mittee Chairman John J. Flynt Jr., D- 
Ga., warned him that he could be held 
in contempt of Congress and be jailed 
or fined if he refused to identify his 
source and answer other questions 
about the source. 
Nine times, Schorr refused. 
After the hearing, an informal poll of 
the members showed that six of the 12 
committee members opposed any 
attempt to cite Schorr for contempt 
and two others either leaned that way 
or were uncertain. This means any 
contempt resolution apparently would 
fail by at least a tie vote. 
Rep. Charles E. Bennett, D-Fla., 
who had led the move to subpoena 
Schorr, said he leaned against a 
contempt citation. “I never intended in 
the first place that this would send him 
to prison,” Bennett said.

I (1-15,000 population) to $12,000 in new 
Step I (1-20,000); from $23,000 in 
existing Step 35, to $27,500 in new Step

Other increases range as follows: 
Clerks of common pleas courts, 
$7,000 to $11,000 in the smallest 
population counties and from $23,100 to 
$27,000 in the largest. 
Recorders, $7,100 to $10,500, and

prosecutors, $6,100 to

Ford In Carter's Future 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — By all the laws of a 
scientific theory called Biorhythm, 
President Ford should win the first TV 
debate against Jimmy Carter. 
“On Sept. 23 (the day of debating 
destiny), poor Governor Carter will be 
extremely low in both his physical and 
emotional biorhythm cycles.” says an 
expert. 'His mental cycle will be on 
the up side, which will help Carter’s 
memory - but it won’t overcome the 
negative impact of the physical and 
emotional lows, which will drain his 
energies and his confidence. 
"Gerald Ford, on the other hand, 
will come into the first debate with 
both his emotional and mental cycles 
quite high. His physical cycle will be 
slightly low. but not down nearly as far 
down as his opponent's. Ford definitely 
will have the biorhythmic edge.” 
But both Presidential candidates 
should watch with caution the up­ 
coming dates for the second and third 
debates .. 
“Ford will be in very poor shape to 
debate anybody on any date between 
September 27 and October 3 - and if a 
debate is scheduled for October ll ( a 
double critical day for the President), 
he could really put his foot in his mouth 


and pack it rn. 
“And the next debate date will be 
equally critical for Carter. He’ll be in 
super shape - really cookin’ on all 
burners - from September 28 through 
Oct. 4, and again in the period between 
October 24 and 30, when all his cycles 
are up But look at Oct. 9 to 20! Those 
are critical, rotten dog days for Jimmy 
Carter. He shouldn’t debate a turkey!” 
Who is the man making these 
curious assessments0 His name is Lee 
Martin, a leading authority on 
Biorhythm. And what is Biorhythm? It 
is described as ‘the proven principle 
that all human beings, at birth, are 
programmed by nature with regular 
cycles of physical, emotional and 
mental ups-and-downs.” 
It is a mathematical theory which 
states that for each human being, a 
cyclical pattern begins the day we are 
bom and continues, unchanged, till the 
day we die. The “physical rhythm” 
repeats its pattern every 23 days, the 
emotional or sensitivity rhythm 
repeats every 28 days, and the mental 
or intellectual rhythm every 33 days. 
Each of these three cycles has two 
phases: the first half, charted as the 
positive curve, is the phase when one 
tends to function effectively; the

NEW YORK (AP) — The Gallup 
organization, well-known marketing 
and attitude research firm, has 
decided to enlarge its role in the in­ 
creasingly significant area of meas­ 
uring consumer economics and buying 
intentions. 


George Gallup, chairman, scheduled 
a luncheon here today to announce that 
Jay Schmiedeskamp, director of the 
famed Survey Research Center at the 
University of Michigan, will be em­ 
ployed to develop the program. 
The Michigan survey will continue 
under the direction of F. Thomas 
Juster, who joined the organization 
four years ago, and George Katona, 
pioneer in consumer psychology and 
first director of the center, and Sch- 
miedskamp’s mentor. 
Katona 
said the 
loss 
of 
Sch- 
miedskamp would be felt deeply at the 
center, but he praised the Gallup 
move, which he viewed not as com­ 
petition but as “a wonderful gain for 
attitudinal and psychological re­ 
search.” 
He indicated, however, that the 
Gallup organization’s efforts would 
initially be somewhat handicapped by 
the limitations of data. 


“Gallup obviously doesn’t have what 
we have,” he said. Asked what that 
was, he replied, “Twenty years of past 
data to understand new data.” 
The move underscores the growing 
recognition that not only consumer 
ability but also willingness to spend is 
critical to the effectiveness of business 
and government programs, and that it 
can 
be measured 
and 
used 
for 


predicting. 
Gallup thus joins the Survey 
Research Center, Sindlinger & Co. and 
The Conference Board, currently the 
major forces in the measurement 
through interviews, of consumer 
economics and psychology, a field that 
has grown slowly over a 30-year pe­ 
riod. 
Its development has been spurred by 
the rise in discretionary income, or 
income above that which must be used 
for immediate needs and which thus 
affords families the option of what to 
buy, or even of whether to buy or bank.

1970s 
consumer 
researchers demonstrated that, while 
consumers might be able to afford 
purchases, they often refrained from 
doing 
so 
because

Katona commented a few days ago 
that “Watergate was an economic 
factor, an economic cancer.” Millions 
of Americans with the financial ability 
to buy decided against big ticket 
purchases and investments. They 
lacked faith, he said. 
Early in 1973, said Katona, he saw 
the recession of 1974 developing. With 
consumer attitudes deteriorating it 
became clear that expansion could not 
continue, he said, the projections of 
business and government economists 
notwithstanding. 
“The most volatile and critical 
factor in the economy is consumer 
attitudes, consumer discretionary 
expenditures,” he said. “It is not the 
economic cycle; 
consumers bring 
about the economic cycle.” 
They'll D o It Every Time 
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second half, when the cycle takes a 
negative downward curve, is the time 
when one is replenishing energy and is 
less effective. 
The "critical days” are days on 
which a cycle changes from one phase 
to another, in either direction. A 
"double critical day" is when two 
cycles change from 
up-to-down 
simultaneously. A “triple critical day” 
(which fortunately comes no more 
than once a year) is when all three- 
mental, physical and emotional - 
switch phases at once. Persons should 
be more cautious during these days, 
the theory goes, because his system is 
in a state of flux and susceptible for 
considerable instability. 
Martin, one of a growing number of 
believers in the theory, which was 
formulated in the late 19th century by 
an associate of Sigmund Freud, 
manufactures a “Martin Biorhythm 
Handbook & Chart Kit," which sells in 
department stores and enables buyers 
to plot their own rhythms. He points 
out that one’s cycles do not predict 
behavior or accidents - they merely 
alert one to his daily potential for 
benefits, or problems.

Speaking Of Your Health

Every few years I have an attack of 
stomach ulcer. When this happens I go 
on a diet of pureed foods and frequent 
feedings of milk and cream, and I feel 
better. Now I hear the new way of 
treating ulcers is with a normal diet. 
Mr. T. M., Penn. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
For many decades, ulcers of the 
stomach and the duodenum (small 
intestine) were treated with a “Sippy” 
diet, named after the doctor who 
originated it. 
The purpose of this diet was to 
neutralize any excess acid that would 
be present in the stomach juices. In 
addition, antacid solutions or tablets 
were used to counteract the acid. 
Putting the stomach “at rest” and 
decreasing the active secretion of 
gastric juices is the ultimate purpose 
of any form of treatment for ulcers. 
For many people, a Sippy diet has 
been remarkable effective. As the 
patient progresses, more bland food is 
added to the diet until a normal diet is 
established, and the ulcer is con­ 
sidered healed. 
There now is a growing tendency to 
treat stomach ulcers with less fear 
that a normal diet might be harmful. If

this is used, the elimination of spicy 
foods, coffee, tea, alcohol and tobacco 
is esential as with a Sippy diet. 
More and more, doctors who 
specialize in the field of gastroen­ 
terology (diseases of the stomach and 
intestines) are far more liberal in their 
diets than they formerly were. They 
believe that three normal, reasonable 
meals a day, coupled with medication 
and antacids, may counterbalance all 
of the hydrochloric acid that pours into 
the stomach and plays such an im­ 
portant role in the cause, the control 
and the cure of stomach ulcers. 
There is a temptation for patients to 
depart quickly from a routine of 
treatment that has been effective for 
them. You have apparently flourished 
on the routine, bland Sippy diet. Since 
this is effective, I would not, without 
very specific direction of your doctor, 
change the diet that has been so 
beneficial to you. 
I notice that you say that you “go 
on” a diet when you have ulcer pains. 
Does this intimate the fact that you do 
this without the supervision of your 
doctor? If you do, you are doing 
yourself a great injustice. 
Ulcers 
should 
be treated by 
physicians. They are aware of the 
value of the old and the new variations 
of ulcer diets. Only with your doctor’s 
permission would I shift from one to 
the other.

novation” and needs to capture its full 
share “of the rapidly developing, high- 
technology industries.” 
Celeste, 38, whose comments came 
in a speech before the City Club Forum 
in Cleveland, didn’t mention Ohio’s 67- 
year-old Republican governor, James 
A. Rhodes, by name. But he said “all of 
us are frustrated by leadership which 
lacks vision.” 
The I^akewood Democrat is expected 
to run for Rhodes’ job in 1978, and 
some observers said they saw his 
Cleveland speech as one that may have 
sounded the tone for that effort. 
He named, as areas where Ohio has 
a 
potential for greater economic 
growth, environmental health, coal- 
related energy development, solar 
energy, and medical technology, 
among others. 
Celeste said the Ohio Development 
Advisory Council should identify areas 
for research and development and 
agressively seek federal funds for 
them. 
“Ohio ranks fifth in the amount of 


tax 
dollars 
paid 
to 
the 
federal 
government, but 48th in the return of 
those dollars to the state,” he said. 


He also called for opening up of state 
universities to nonstudents and others 
engaged in “bona fide research or 
testing procedures.” 


The lieutenant governor said the 
development council should be better 
funded to provide seed money for 
research. He listed no amount or 
source, however. 
He said the pursuit of these goals 
would be conducive to better human 
services for Ohioans. 
“It is right to provide the best 
possible education for our young 
people ... to provide for those less 
fortunate than ourselves who suffer 
mental illness, or the loneliness of old 
age, or the chilling grip of alcoholism 
or drug addiction,” he said. 
Celeste also said Ohio should adopt a 
public policy that would enable it to 
draw on its inventive and problem­ 
solving heritage in the fields of hous­ 
ing, the delivery of medical care, 
crime, unemployment, “and in a whole 
range of social problems.” 
Under its present leadership, he 
said, the state has relied too much on 
traditional manufacturing jobs and as 
a 
result 
suffered 
serious 
con­ 
sequences. 


These include, he said, “the out­ 
migration of many of our state’s most 
talented and trained young persons, 
and second, an extremely poor record 
of generating federal funds for Ohio.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The big tax 
bill pending in Congress has some bad 
news for many ordinary taxpayers. 
If you are accustomed to getting tax- 
free sick pay from your employer, or if 
you’ve been taking a deduction for 
maintaining a part-time office in your 
home, you may find your taxes going 
up. 
Furthermore, your deduction for a 
vacation home may be in jeopardy, 
and you can expect Uncle Sam to take 
his share of your big gambling win­ 
nings before you get yours. 
These provisions, along with con­ 
tinuation of individual and business 
tax cuts and a variety of special tax 
benefits are included in the bill which 
Congress may give final approval to 
this week. 
Here is how some of the changes 
would affect ordinary taxpayers: 
SICK PAY 
The bill eliminates the present ex­ 
clusion and replaces it with a much 
narrower exclusion that benefits only 
permanently disabled persons who 
retired before age 65. 
Present law allows an employe, once 
certain conditions are met, to exclude 
from taxation up to $100 a week in sick 
pay. This is a payment made to a sick 
worker in lieu of wages. 
The lower the sick pay and the 
sooner the worker is hospitalized, the 
quicker the tax benefit is available. 
But in no case may sick pay exceed $75 
a week for the first 30 days of an illness 
and $100 a week after the first month. 
At the end of the year, the worker 
totals up his sick pay and subtracts it 
from income subject to taxation. 
Congress wants to end this system 
for several reasons: One reason is that 
on a percentage basis, sick pay is far 
more beneficiial to someone in a 
higher tax bracket than to a low-or 
middle-income worker. More than 60 
per cent of the benefits go to taxpayers 
with annual incomes above $20,000. 
—Furthermore, in many cases, a 
worker would be better off financially 
if he stayed at home and claimed sick 
pay than if he went to work. 
—As with many other tax benefits, 
the taxpayer has to wade through such 
a maze of forms, instructions, ex­ 
ceptions and calculations that the sick- 
pay benefit often is ignored. 
Congress would abolish the present 
exclusion designed to benefit tax­

payers who temporarily miss work 
because of illness or injury. Instead, 
the pending bill would allow an ex­ 
clusion only for persons under age 65 
who retire with a total, permanent 
disability. 
Under the new provision, which 
would be retroactive to Jan. 1,1976, an 
early retiree could exclude from 
taxation up to $5,200 a year income 
from any source, including pensions, 
interest, dividends and rents. 
The $5,200 maximum would be 
reduced once total income reaches 
$15,000. The tax exclusion would be 
eliminated if the total income reaches 


$20,200. 
BUSINESS AT HOME 
If you regularly use a portion of your 
home in earning your income, present 
law allows you to deduct from income 
subject to taxes a portion of the cost of 
maintaining the home. 
A series of Internal Revenue Service 
rulings and court decisions has left the 
status of such a deduction unclear. In 
clearing up the confusion. Congress 
has decided to tighten the deduction 
because of what the lawmakers per­ 
ceived as abuses by some taxpayers. 
To qualify for a deduction under the 
new rule, a portion of the home must 
be used regularly and exclusively for 
business or work. 
Here are some examples of how the 
new rule, retroactive to Jan. I, would 
work: 
—An employe would be allowed the 
deduction only if the home office were 
set up for the convenience of the 
employer. 
—An accountant could qualify if the 
home were his regular place of 
business. 
—A person who sells household 
products and uses the home as the sole 
fixed location of the business could 
take a deduction if a portion of the 


home were used for inventory storage. 
Under any circum stances, the 
deduction for business use of the home 
could not exceed income from that use. 
Taxpayers who qualify for 
a 
deduction may allocate a portion of 
their rent or mortgage principal, 
utilities, maintenance and insurance 
costs to business use and thus deduct 
that proportion. 
VACATION HOMES 
Present law allows a person to 
deduct certain expenses if an activity 
is engaged in for profit. Because of 
this, many taxpayers are able to 
deduct as business expenses the costs 
of maintaining a vacation home on the 
grounds the home is rented out to 
others for a part of the year. 
The bill would spell out for the first 


time just how much time the owner 
may use the home and still qualify for 
the deduction. 
Beginning next Jan. I, a deduction 
(such as for depreciation, 
main­ 
tenance and utilities) could be taken 
only if the home were rented out IO 
days for each day it is used by the own­ 
er. The deduction could not exceed the 
gross income from the rental. 
If a vacation home were rented out 
for fewer than 15 days a year, no 
business deduction could be taken but 
any income from the rental would be 
tax-free. 
GAMBLING 


Gambling winnings already 
are 


taxable if they exceed losses. But it is 
difficult for the Treasury to know who 
has won what because there are only a 
few reporting requirements. 
The bill would require operators of 
race tracks and lotteries to withhold 
for the government 20 per cent of state 
lottery winnings over $5,000 and of 
race winnings above $1,000. 
Others, such as operators of com­ 
mercial lotteries, would have to 
withhold 20 per cent if the payout were 
on odds of 300 to I or higher. Slot 
machines, bingo and keno winnings 
would be exempt. 
The changes would be effective 90 
days after the bill becomes law.

The legislation, sponsored by Rep. 
Ronald H. Jam es, R-92 Proctorville, 
sailed through the House 93-0 and is 
expected to be heard today in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
It seeks to free schools from tying up 
large sums of unpaid teachers salary 
money in escrow accounts. A bill 
passed last spring that increased state 
retirement fund benefits established 
the escrow requirement and set off a 
howl of protest from school officials. 
Teachers are generally paid for nine 
months of work over a 12-month period 
but the change rn the law would force 
districts to have all of the salary 
money readily available in escrow.

said.

PACIFIC PALISADES. Calif. (AP) 
Thank heavens for I>any Tyler. 
Eleven years out of high school, the 
former cheerleader and homecoming 
queen is still a winner. 
But it s been a rocky road for many 
others in the class of ’65 at wealthy 
Palisades High School. It was this 
class that Time magazine spotlighted 
in a 1965 cover story about the new 
generation of "sm arter, subtler and 
more sophisticated kids" heading into 
a "Golden E ra’’ of education. 
Then came the Vietnam war, the 
draft, the drugs, the demonstrations. It 
was a hard time to grow up, "P ali" 
grads found. 
The quarterback of the football 
team, voted the Most Likely to Suc­ 
ceed, became a Hollywood masseur 
and a reverend in a religious cult. The 
boy voted Most Popular committed 
suicide. One of the top students is in a 
mental hospital. 
“ A lot of tremendously sad things 
have 
happened,” 
said 
David 
Walleehinsky, one of two ’65 Pali grads 
who tracked down 350 of the 504 people 
in their class and wrote a new book 
titled "What Really Happened to the 
G ass of ’65?” 
"I was definitely disappointed find­ 
ing out what had happened to the 
c la ss,” agreed co-author Michael 
Medved. "The process of doing the 
book was horribly depressing." 
Medved and Walleehinsky tell the 
stories of 30 students in their book. 
Many of the tales are bizarre, but the 
authors say they chose a represen­ 
tative sample. 
"It was not our intent to portray a 
freak show," said Medved, who added 
that many of the strangest stories were 
not included in the book. 
They didn’t write about the top 
student who is now a professional 
psychic, the alcoholic attorney, the 
heroin addict, the popular student 
whose marriage broke up after he was 
shot by his wife, the medical student 
who tried to commit suicide, or either 
of the two students who went un­ 
derground and cut off all contact with 
their families and former friends. 
"It came to the point where we were 
actually looking for a normal person to 
balance the book," Medved said. 
There are some ordinary people and 
some success stories in the book. Lany 
Tyler, the most popular girl in school, 
the 
Homecoming 
Queen 
and 
cheerleader, earned a Ph.D. and now 
teaches history at Princeton. It’s a 
relief to read about her. 
And the car-crazy leader of a 
prestige gang of tough guys and 
athletes is a self-made millionaire with 
a chain of clothing stores. One of the 
other students remembers him as "the 
only person in high school who bought 
a cover for his car. He’d park it and put 
the cover on it, and then sort of pat it.” 
Even today he has a rare Ferrari 
1963 Super America. "Whenever I feel 
bad, I go out to the garage and start the 
car and just listen to it,” he says in the 
book. 
The class tough guy, recalled by 
others as a "bully" and an "enormous, 
frightening character," married a girl 
from the class and settled down into a 
real estate career. Medved and 
Walleehinsky were "astonished.” 
They were also amazed at the 
changes 
in one of their friends, 
described by a former teacher as a 
squeaky-clean, patent-leather kid with 
plastered-down hair. He now has an

unkempt beard and long hair and 
wears scraggly old clothes at his 
homemade cabin in the Northern 
California countryside.

Armed Services Committee, said one 
ounce of Compound 1080 could kill 
more than IOO humans. 
He said the Army’s problem arose 
because it leased a large part of the 
base for cattle grazing and the cat­ 
tlemen killed off coyotes, which had 
kept the squirrel population in check.

CAIRO (AP) — About 9 4 million 
Egyptians were voting today in a yes- 
or-no referendum certain to see 
President Anwar Sadat re-elected to a 
second six-year term beginning Oct. 
16.

printed 
Sadat’s photograph on their front 
pages with the headline, “All Egyptian 
people will say yes to Sadat.” 
In 1970, after the death of President 
Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser, Sadat 
was 
confirmed as president by a 90.4 per 
cent vote. 
The 57-year-old leader went to Mit 
Abul Rom, his native village in the Nile 
Delta, to cast his own ballot. 
He was unanimously nominated late 
last month by the People’s Assembly 
for a second term . In his acceptance 
speech, he pledged to continue his local 
and foreign policies. 
“We will work to liberate Arab 
lands, establish a Palestinian entity 
and achieve peace in this region,” he 
promised. 
The newspapers today urged support 
for Sadat because the October 1973 war 
with Israel regained honor and dignity 
for all Arabs; 
because he ended 
Nasser's tactics of political detention 
and repression: and because he was 
responsible for reconstruction and 
economic and political liberalization. 
But the newspaper Al Gomhuria 
published an interview with a number 
of legislators who said Egypt needs 
real democracy. They urged Sadat to 
allow anyone to publish a newspaper 
or form a political party.

Although long-term funding for the 
Portsmouth project is included in the 
bill, start-up money of $170 million is 
provided for in a separate proposal — 
the fiscal year 1977 budget for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration. 


The bill authorizing the ERDA 
funding is in a conference committee 
where differences between the House 
and Senate versions must be recon­ 
ciled. It is almost certain to be cleared 
before the House and Senate adjourn 
for the year early next month. 


An appropriations bill has already 
been passed. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield proposed ground rules for 
debat on the fuel assurance bill on 
Tuesday. But three senators raised 
objections to the eight hours ot debate 
he proposed — John Glenn, DOhio, 
Dick Gark, D-Iowa, and John Durkin, 
D-N.H. 


Glenn wants the bill debated without 
time limitations because of its com­ 
plexity. The proposal would not only 
expand the Portsmouth facility but 
also provide for the entrance of private 
industry in the uranium enrichment 
field. 


With this clearance, a consortium of 
businesses has planned tentatively to 
construct a private plant near Dothan, 
Ala. 
Glenn has said that he favors further 
study before anyone but the govern­ 
ment is allowed to enrich uranium. 
The senator has estimated that 
expansion at Portsmouth will produce 
enough enriched uranium so that there 
would be an extra two years before 
some decision on further expansion of 
the industry need be made.

victory against the Dodgers this 
season with a 4-3 decision.

The Successful Farming Tour of 
Europe held its farewell dinner in the 
restaurant of the Eiffel Tower in Paris 
on August 26. The Eiffel Tower was 
built in 1889 byth* man who gave it bis 
name — Eiffel. It is just over lOOo feet 
high and it took 700,000 tons of steel to 
build it. 


I guess Mr. Eiffel just wanted to 
show that he could build it. like 
climbing a mountain because it is 
there. It is a beautiful structure and 
looking through the lower arc one can 
see the parade grounds where 
Napoleon once marched his troops in 
review. 


The restaurant is about midway up 
the tower and the views of Paris from 
all directions are magnificent both by 
day and night. The top level is not 
available to the public anymore as this 
is used for TV broadcasting. An ex­ 
cellent five course meal was leisurely 
served and the cake for dessert was 
brought in by waiters with live 
sparklers on the platters. With the 
lights turned down the sight was very 
impressive. 


We had taken 
a daylight tour of 
Paris and after our meal at the Eiffel 
Tower we were treated to a night tour 
of Paris. It is truly one of the world’s 
most beautiful cities. However I am 
sure the guide felt that the city could 
get along without Pigale, more 
commonly known as GIs as “pig 
alley.” This small section with its 
blatant no-holds barred, open selling of 
sex in about every conceivale manner 
is certainly no asset to the city. Just 
riding through it on a bus gives me the 
impression that no self respecting 
Pickaway County pig would want to be 
confined to “pig alley.” 
There are two main airports in 
Paris, Orly and Charles De Gaulle. We 
departed from Charles De Gaulle. This 
is a very modem airport but I still 
think the one in Amsterdam Holland is 
the finest that I have ever seen. Either, 
it seems to me, is much superior and 
more convenient than JFR in New 
York. 
All journeys must come to an end 
and we have been like a big family for 
about two weeks. We have gotten to 
know each other and to understand 
each other’s problems. Most of the 
people on this tour were from the mid­ 
west states and were generally suc­ 
cessful farmers or farmer oriented one 
way or the other. We found that most 
land prices are running from $1,000 per 
acre to $3,000 per acre and we are all 
wondering if this is too high or if we 
will look back at the bargains in 1976. 
Three of us hold membership in Gif- 
eons International. The two, besides 
myself, are from Lancaster County, 
Pa., near the town of Manheim. They 
left us in Paris and were going to 
Manheim Germany to visit people 
from Manheim Germany who had 
visited them at Manheim, Pa. Clyde 
Eshelman (distant relative of the 
Circleville Eshelmans he says) is of 
the Mennonite faith as is Noah 
Kreider. They are both large potato 
growers. Mr. Eshelman’s spread is 
about 165 acres while Mr. Kreider’s 
operation which he has turned over to 
his sons is over 300 acres. He says they 


have averaged more than 500 bushels 
per acre for over 20 years. 
As a few sidelines he has 10,000 
layers and 700 cows of which more 
than 500 are being milked at the 
present. They have a dairy store and 
produce 35 flavors of ice cream. One 
man is employed to make the ice 
cream alone. Mr. Kreider insists that I 
must visit him and with all that ice 
cream I just might have to look into the 
situation. 
Traveling over Europe I have found 
Gideon Bibles in three hotels, some 
with bibles of more than one language. 
Those which didn’t have aay, gave me 
an opportunity to leave a Gideon 
Testament which is a King James 
Version testament. We worship the 
same God as our overseas brethem. 


We were so glad to see our good 
friends, Betty & Nolan Smith, who met 
us at Port Columbus. 
When I was in elementary school, so 
many years ago, we had reading 
lessons which were designed to teach a 
lesson or moral like the preceding 
McGuffey’s Readers. I remember a 
story about a farmer who had taken a 
trip and on his return he went out to his 
bam and said to his beloved team of 
horses. “To you old Bay and to you old 
Gray — ah this is the pleasure of going 
away.” And with him I would have to 
agree — especially when coming home 
means to come home to USA, and the 
cream on the topping is to come home 
to Pickaway County, Ohio.

Old Governor's 
Mansion For Sale 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The old 
governor’s mansion on East Broad 
Street in Columbus will go up for sale 
at auction if a bill pending in the 
legislature is finally enacted. 
Senators approved 32-0 Wednesday 
of a House measure that permits the 
sale so long as the highest bid is at 
least twothirds of a prior appraised 
value. The bill goes back to the House 
for consideration of minor Senate 
changes. 
Sen. Robert O’Shaughnessy, D-15 
Columbus, described the structure, 
last used by a governor in 1957, as “a 
crumbling edifice” which the Ohio 
Historical Society has been trying to 
maintain with limited funds.

Frank J. Lausche went to the U.S.

Bingo Bill 
Approved 
By House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill to 
settle questions about the state’s bingo 
law has been approved by the House 
but with a wrinkle that is expected to 
raise a new issue today in the Senate. 
The Judiciary Committee will 
consider legislation sponsored by Rep. 
Marcus Roberto, D-62 Ravenna, that 
won 84-9 backing Wednesday in the 
House. 
It will permit veterans and fraternal 
organizations to use bingo proceeds for 
mortgages on buildings and for their 
traditional community service and 
sports activities. 
The bill also broadens the definition 
of bingo to cover similar games under 
licensing provisions, and tightens 
rental sections to block abuse by 
profiteering bingo hall landlords. 
But an amendm ent to exempt 
volunteer fire and rescue units from a 
requirement that charitable groups 
must be in existence for two years to 
get a bingo license was cited as a 
possible loophole by one legislative 
leader. 
The amendment, offered by Rep. 
Sam Speck, R-95 New Concord, puts 
the volunteer organizations in a class 
by themselves. 
“It gives them special treatment 
that I don’t think they are entitled to,” 
said House Judiciary Chairman Harry 
J. Lehman, D-16 Shaker Heights. “It 
opens the door.” 
Lehman said he would attempt to get 
the exemption removed in the Senate. 
Speck said he wanted to assist 
volunteer fire and rescue units in their 
fundraising efforts, particularly in 
rural counties where he asserted there 
was a growing demand for such ser­ 
vices.

JOHANNESBURG South Africa 
(AP) — Thousands of blacks .streamed 
back to work in Johannesburg today 
after a three-day general strike, but in 
Cape Town a similar work boycott was 
spreading. 
Police in the Cape Town area, which 
has a large population of “coloreds,” 
as persons of mixed race are officially 
called, 
stepped 
up 
patrols 
of 
segregated colored and black town­ 
ships to prevent any attempts to in- . 
timidate people trying to go to work. 
Up to midday there were no reports 
of violence, but at Wellington, about 40 
miles from Cape Town, about 500 
armed white residents patrolled the 
streets during the night. Groups of 
men armed with shotguns stood guard 
on almost every street comer and on 
the roofs of some factories. 
The two-day Cape Town boycott got 
off to a slow start Wednesday, ap­ 
parently because many workers 
thought it had been postponed until 
next week. About 20 to 40 per cent of 
the colored work force of 200,000 was 
believed to have stayed home. 
But today, although there were no 
estimates available on the number of 
workers involved, dozens of small 
companies were reported to be crip­ 
pled by the strike, and larger firms 
were just managing to operate with 
reduced staffs. Government officials 
said essential services were being 
maintained by skeleton crews. 


Tropical Storm s

MONTPELIER, Vt. (AP) - About 
400 cases of liquor went down the drain 
here, the latest flood victims of 
tropical storm Belle, whose high water 
washed away the bottles’ labels and 
seals last month. 
“This is a rare occasion, I hope,” 
said Jean Hickey, state Liquor Control 
Board executive, as workers poured 
the booze down a sewer drain Wed­ 
nesday, in a scene reminiscent of 
prohibition days. The bottles were 
crushed and taken to the dump. 
The spirits would have brought 
upwards of $30,000 on the shelf, but 
four-foot deep water submerged the 
cases and raised the possibility that 
the liquor had been contaminated. 
“If there is any question about the 
quality of the product, we certainly 
aren’t going to sell it,” explained Miss 
Hickey.

One of the problems faced by con­ 
sumers shopping for upholstery is that, 
at first glance, many sofas and chairs 
look very much alike. But, closer in­ 
spection will reveal many differences 
which indicate the quality of work­ 
manship. 
Knowing what quality features to 
look for when selecting upholstered 
furniture will enable you to get the best 
value for your money. 


Try to separate a seam with your 
thumb and forefinger; there should be 
no give. Seams should be straight, 
tightly-sewn with color coordinated 
thread and devoid of loose threads. 
The welting should not appear wavy. 
The cushions should fit closely and 
evenly with each other and snugly into 
comers. They should not buckle or 
bulge at the edges. 
Stripes and plaids should be well­ 
matched. The design found in the 
center of one cushion should be in the 
same position on all cushions. The line 
of the fabric weave should be parallel 
with the construction lines of the 
upholstered piece. 
If there is a straight or pleated skirt, 
it should hang evenly and have an 
inner lining to hold it straight and 
prevent wrinkling (except for very 
heavy fabrics). 
A good quality sofa or chair is well- 
padded all over, and this is especially 


important on the arms since they are 
usually the first place to show wear. If 
the padding is adequate, you should 
feel a thick layer between the frame 
and the upholstery material. 
Where there is tufting, the tufts 
should be of equal depth. The button 
line should be straight and even and 
the buttons drawn through the 
upholstery with a heavy cord, not 
merely tacked on with ordinary 
thread. 
It is important that you tell the 
salesperson what kind of use the new 
item will receive. Reputable stores 
have trained personnel to guide you in 
the best selection for your needs and 
budget, not merely sell you.

MINOT, N.D. (A P) — The Magic 
City Lions Club here found a wall safe 
with a difference. 
The safe, found embedded behind a 
brick wall of a downtown building, was 
tied to an attempted robbery in 1876 by 
tht notorious outlaw Jesse James. 
The Lions Club of Northfield, Minn., 
where the robbery was attempted, had 
contacted the Magic City club. It 
seems the safe had been shipped to 
Minot many years ago and was used 
there for some time. The Northfield 
club sought the safe for a local 
museum. 
The three-by four-foot safe was 
located in the basement of a building 
owned by a local real estate agent and 
housing a hair styling college.

reached hotels and empty houses at 
summer resorts on the coast or in the 
mountains. 
Thirty-five tremors were recorded 
Wednesday, two of them nearly as 
strong as the first quake four months 
ago that killed nearly 1,000 people and 
put 70,000 homeless into tents. The 
May quake registered 6.9 on the 
Richter Scale. 
“ A wave of persons are abandoning 
their towns,” said Luigi Gui, head of a 
parliamentary commission that toured 
the quake area. “ The new quakes 
haven’t just destroyed more houses. 
They have killed the hope and deter­ 
mination to rebuild which had sur­ 
vived for all these months.” 
Since last Saturday, eight more 
people have died, 80 have been injured 
and the government estimates 20,000 
more people have been made home­ 
less. 
The new quakes flattened dozens of 
towns. The few buildings standing 
were split by huge cracks and have 
been evacuated. 
“ Whatever had been left ... is now 
gone,” said Antonio Mancini, ad­ 
ministrator of the Cultural Affairs 
Ministry after a tour Wednesday. “ The 
buildings are destroyed, and the art 
treasures we had not moved into safe 
areas are to be considered lost. The 
bell tower of Venzone, which had 
survived earlier tremors, crumbled to 
pieces. It is the greatest loss today.” 
Frequent rain, an early cold spell 
and knee-deep mud made life in the 


tent cities miserable. Those who were 
rebuilding their houses gave up hope, 
and many sought visas to emigrate 
abroad. 
Seismologists were puzzled by the 
strength of the new quakes. They had 
predicted that the land would tremble 
for several months, but they said such 
strong tremors so long after the initial 
shocks were exceptional and unex­ 
pected. 
“ This might even be a brand new 
quake, and at this stage nobody knows 
what could happen tomorrow,” said 
Prof Calvino Gasperini of the Italian 
Institute of Geophysics. 
Wednesday’s shocks were also felt in 
Austria, Yugoslavia, West Germany 
and northern Italy to the west of Friuli. 
Buildings swayed in Venice, Padua, 
Vicenza and Florence, but no damage 
was reported to art works or important 
buildings.

Under Legal Fire 


E IR H A R T , Ind. (A P) — A county 
prosecutor believes that as of next July 
I, “ reckless homicide charges” could 
be brought against a religious group if 
it can be shown that the group’s 
rejection of medical care led to a 
childbirth death. 
Elkhart County Prosecutor Michael 
A. Cosentino said the state’s new 
criminal code, which is scheduled to go 
into effect on that date, contains 
provisions which may apply to such 
cases. 
Three mothers and four infants, six 
associated with the Glory Bam Faith 
Assembly, have died during childbirth 
in northern Indiana so far this year. 
The Faith Assembly rejects medical 
care as contrary to Biblical teachings.
